EAST Sr. LOUIS, 


A Decision Which Practically Annexes New 
Brighton to the City—Belleville News. 


The trial of the case of the city of East St. 
Louis against the village of New Brighton be- 
gan yesterday in the City Court, was finished 


to-day, and a decision tendered by 
Judge Canby. The decision is in favor 
of the city, Judge Canby holding 
that the disputed strip of territory is a part 
of East St. Louis. The strip in question lies 
between IUinols and Division avenues and 
Tenth and Twelfth streets. Heretofare Tenth 
street has been the recognized castern 
boundery of East St, Louis and 
the city has not exercised jurisdic- 
tion over the strip. Between Tenth and 
‘lwelfth streets was the most thickly settled 
portion of New Brighton, and the property 
within its limits wae very valuable, a iarge 
part of the taxes of the village being dertved 
therefrom. ‘Thus Judge Canby’s decision 
will tend to increase the tuxation 
upon the remaining property in the 
villlage if it continues to exist and its charter 
is not forfeited, besides reducing its popula- 
tion to almost nothing. With thisstrip added 
to East St. Louis the population of the city 
will be materially increased, while but about 
300 people are left to New Brighton. As re- 
garde New Brighton, the consequence will 
most probably be that what remains of 
the village will either be annexed to the city 
or allowed to go out of existence altogether as 
acorporation. Growing out of the decision 
there is a new complication that will create 
the necessity for a third election in Centre- 
ville Station Township to vote on the proposi- 
tion of lasulug bonds to improve public roads, 
which on Monday last was for the 
second time decidedin favor of the issue. 
The voters residing in the strip were allowed 
to cast their baliots at Monday’s election, but 
as the decision makes them residents of East 
St. Louis they are not eligible to vote in Cen- 
treville Station Towusifip. Besides, the 
amount of bonds to de issued was placed 
at the legal limit ($59,000) on the basis of 
assessed valuation of property. With the 
strip disconnee ed from the township as well 
as from the village, the valuation will be con- 
siderably smalier than was reckoned on, and 
the amount of bonds that can be legally 
issued is necessarily decreased, 

After rendering this decision the Court took 
up the trial of Alonzo Carol, charged with 
contempt in failing to pay alimony to his 
wife, from whom be was recently divorced.

AGAINST THE AULERITES, 


» FIVE CIRCUIT JUDGES SUSTAIN THE MIL- 
LER FACTION OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The Aulerites Told of Their Mistake in 
Applying to a Court of Equity or Good 
Judgment fer an Injunction—The Action 
of the Millerites in Tryisg to Do Their 
Duty Commended From the Bench. 


The Auler faction of the school Board is not 
needed by that body to transact the business 
or attend to the wants of the people in the 
matter of public schools. Such is virtually 
the decision of the Circuit Court in 
General Term, in its five-barrelled decision 
rendered by Judge Valliant this morning for 
the five judges of the Circult Court, 

Possibly this is the end of the School Board 
fight, which began several months ago 
in the Court of Appeals when 
Messrs. Bollman, Macklin, Rogers, Reimler 
and Barthold were summoned into court on 
writs of quo warranto to show cause why they 
held their positions inthe Board when they 
were not properly qualified to do 80. It was 
claimed they had not paid their taxes as re- 
quired by law. On the trial of the cases, only 
Rogers was ousted. August Reim- 


ler died and Oscar Bollman 
on being sustained as a member resigned 
from the board. This left only eighteen mem- 
bers, eight on the side of President Auler and 
ten on the side of Charles B. Miller. The 
Millerites having a majority, called a meet- 
ing, which none of the Aulerites attended. 
Sevea meetings in succession were called by 
the Miller faction, but not af Mower of Auler 
put in an appearance.

to summon them any further, and aware that 
the business of the board was accumulatin 
Mr. Miller called a meeting for May 20, — 
ten members answered. It was a majority 
of the members of the board, but 
not a majority of those elected, 
President Auler and Vice-President Rogers 
were deposed and Charles Miller and John W.

TENDERED HIS RESIGNATION. 

After several efforts by the defendants to 
obtain a full meeting of the board (whereof 
one notice was given to all the members) 
had failed in consequence of the 
eight members who are not made 
parties to this suit absenting themselves, 
the ten members who are defendants pro- 
ceeded to hold meetings as the board and 
committed certain acts whereof it is not com- 
plained that they were in themselves uslaw: 
ful or wrong for the board t: perform, but 
which, it is contended, the defendants had no 
authority to do because they were not a ma- 
jority of the twenty-one members elected, 

One of these acts was the election and in- 
stallation of one Koenig to fill the alleged va- 
cancy of the member waho bad been arrested 
by the judgment of the Court af Appeals. 
Koenig is now acting with the ten defendanis, 
and they are attempting to discharge the reg- 
ular duties of the board, in spite of the wiliful 
absence of the other eight members. 
This court, as a court of equity is 
is asked to restrain them by injunction from 
doing so. Courts of equity are not organized 
to enforce mere legal rights or to retrain t 
commission of merely technically Illegal acts 
Courts of law can give ample relief in 
such cases. He who invokes the 
peculiar powers of an equity court 
must show something more than a mere legal 
right. If he would obtain the extraordinary 
powers of injunction, he must show not only 
that the defendants are about to do some- 
thing that they have technically no right to 
do, but that the act to be preyented 
is wrong in itself in the highest sense 
of equity and good couscience, and 
that the remedy at law would be inadequate 
to redress the evil after it had been done. 
This is elementary doctrine in equity juris- 
prudence. 

Applying this doctrine to the facts of this 
case itis manifest that there is no call here 
to which a court of equity can 
respond, The worst that the 
plaintiff has sald of the defendants is 
that they are not authorized to do what they 
are attempting todo. That they are attempt- 
ing to perform

but are unable todo so because of the ab- 
sence of the members who 
decline to the meetings 
is one form of stating the case to which the 

laintiff’s whole complaint may be reduced. 

hat is there In this to justify the arraigns 
mont of the defendants at the bar of a high 
court of conscience? 

There is another reason why a eourt of 
equity can give no relief in this case. Koenig 
is now, defacto at least, a director and he 
with the ten defendants constitute the re- 
quirea majority. He is not a party 
to this suit and no court can render 
a judgement or decree that will in effect de- 
prive him of the office of which he is in pos- 
session andto which he claims title unless he 
is a party to the suit and is allowed to be 
heard in his own defense. But even if he 
were a party to this suit, this court, as a court 
of equity, has no jurisdiction to try his right 
to that office. It is only in a court of law that 
that title can be tried. 

We de not decide the question as to whether

thority to decide it in this suit, but we fiad 
him in possession and under elaim and color 
of title, and there a court of equity must 
leave.

The Earlier Part of the Year So Far Ahead 
ot the Average in Heat, That Summer 
Must Be Cool According to Nature’s Rule 
ef Evening Up—Preparations at the City 
Dispensary for Treating Cases of Meat 
Prostrations, 


T. LOUIS Is not the hot- 

test city in the country 

as would be supposed 

from what Jones says 

when he meets you or 

what you say when you 

meet Jones. Even the 
dummer resorts of the 
coast and lakes are re- 
celving more than their 

usual allowance of solar 

heat, a fact proven by 

the Signa! Service read- 

ings of last night and 

this morning. There is 

a low barometer in the 
Northwest, which has 

not moved a peg since 

and a high barometer on 
the South Atlantic Coast, which 
has also remained stationary for more 
than a week. 4 long as they keep their 
present positions and allow the warm souther- 
ly winds to blow up the Mississippi Valley, 
just 80 long wiilthe temperature remain as 
it is and as it bag been for several days. The 
figures on the signal service map of yester- 
day show that there were very few sections of 
the United States much cooler than in the 
vicinity of St. Louis, and in many places it 
was warmer. On the Atlantic coast from New 
York to Florida where one would expect a 


pleasant coolnéss, the mercury ranged from 
80 to 96 degrees. In the Gult States it ranged 
from 86 to 96 degrees. 

IN THE OHIO VALLEY 
it was warmer than here on the average, as 
it ranged from 90 deg. to 0 deg. The hot 
wave covered the Upper Mississippi and 
Rocky Mountain States, the thermometer 
registering 88 deg. to 96 deg. in the former 
and 78 deg. to 96 deg. in the latter. The cool- 
est part of the United States yesterday and 
for several days past has been in the Lake 
States, though the mercury reached 96 deg. in 
many places in that territory. At Manistee 
and Sault de Ste. Marie, Mich., the highest 
temperature was only 75 deg. In and around 
Manitoba, and in places west of it in Canada 
the temperature was as low as 70 deg. an 
never higher than 80 deg. 

The readings show the hot wave to have 
completely covered the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri Valleys. There was some sign of a 
break in the wave this morning, however, as 
itis much cooler as far eastas Omaha and 
Kansas City where it was 96 deg. yesterday. 
It is possible the Mississippi Valley may be 
left within the cool wave. During to-night 
the temperature will fall considerably, as 
there is cooler weather to the west and 
northwest, showing the low barometer is 
moving east, the influence of which was felt 
this morning in the westerly winds. 

ST. LOUIS WILL NOT EXPERIENCE 
avery hotsummer. This statement is made 
after a study in averages of the weather for 
the past twenty years. Itisa known rule of 
nature in the Signal Service Depaitment that 
when the weather for one part of the year is 
greatiy ahead or as much below the average 
of past years, nature willeven up, and at the 
end of the year come near the average for the 
entire year. Figuring on this basis it will be 
seen why the statement is made that Missou- 
rians will be biessed with a cool summer. 
Since the beginning of the year 1890 St. 
Louis has received 376 degrees of 
heat more than it is entitied to accord- 
ingto the averages of twenty years back, 
and during the month of June alone 8 degrees 
of heat above the average for the weather of 
June for twenty years has been registered. 
With these facts itseems hardly possible that 
the summer can be excessively warm. These 
facts are also reinforced with others. Itis 
well known that for two winters very little ice 
wascutin this section of the country, and 
none was found in the vicinity of St. Louis at 
any time last winter, which accounts for the 
high price of ice this summer. The old- 
est ice man cannot remember when 
three open winters followed in succession, 
and every ice man inthe business feels con- 
fident he will have plenty of ice this coming 
winter. It is predicted by all the weather 
clerks that it willbe very cold next winter. 
This sustains the statement that the summer 
here will be cool as the year is now nearly 
400 degrees ahead. Should it continue very 
warm the excess will increase, and avery 
cold winter will fall to 
EVEN UP FOR THE YEAR. 

As nature has never been known to fail in 
evening up, and as the coming winter is 
promised to be very cold itis safe to presume 
thatthe evening up process will take place 
this summer. 

Very little rain is expected for several 
months to come, as the year so far is ten 
inches ahead of the average for the past 
twenty years. Droughbts are predicted for 
various portions of the country and while the 
weather and the rain are evening up it is said 
we we will experience warm but not hot dry 
weather. It bas been the experience of every 
citizen in this city that the summer is hot any 
way, and speculate as they may with proba- 
bilities the populace will find summer in the 
city as uncomfortable as ever.

As carly as 9 o’clock this morning the phy- 
sicians and attendants at the Dispensary be- 
gan making preparations for the reception

Monday and 
yesterday some ten cases were treated 
and this morning early it was 
predicted that before evening the Dispensary

A PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter called at the Dispensary while the prep- 
arations for thé day’s cases were being 
made and met Dr. Priest, the chief physician, 
in the ambulance sheds, offering suggestions 
to the drivers with a view to making the con- 
dition of the horses as com- 
fortable as possible. In exceedingly 
warm weather, the ambulances are almost 
constantly in use, having the heat cases to 
haul back and forth ia addition to the ordl- 
nary sick cases, accidents and the like. The 
Dispensary is connected by telephone with all 
the police stations in the city and ambulances 
are sent out in response to every cail. 
Strange as it may seem, it is never 
theless a fact, the Dispensary 
is now and always bas been 
without apublic telephone.

placed on a sound business basis. An 
effective blow will be struck at boodling. 
Capitalists and capitalistic combines will 
no longer be able to obtain valuable priv- 
Ueges for a song or by corrupt means. 
Venal city legislators will not be able to 
enrich themselves by voting rich favors 
to corporations. An equality of opportu- 
nity in the matter of securing privileges 
will be established and the people will 
share in the profits of their own property. 
It is merely a question of substituting the 
interests of the people for the interests of 
corrupt officials and greedy capitalists. 
But while the soundness of the principle 
of selling franchises is manifest, the 
proper application of it should receive 
careful consideration. It is not so plain 
that the auction sale of franchises for 
cash is the best plan of disposing of them. 
Collusion and combination may prevent 
the city from getting the true worth of 
such grants. It is impossible at the be- 
ginning to estimate their real value as 
money-makers and the natural in- 
crease of a community tends to 
make them more valuable every 
year. The better plan would be 
to reserve to the city a certain per cent of 
the gross receipts and an equal share in 
all the net receipts above a specified and 
fair compensation to the investors. The 
bidding should be rather on the’ basis of 
the least amount of profit which will 
satisfy the bidders than on the cash basis, 
although the combination of both could 


be used profitably.

The Mayor stil) adheresto his 
determination not to appolnt a civil engineer 
and the Connell is fully as strong in 
ite decision not to confirm 
anybody but a competent engineer. For this 
reason itis the general impression that when 
the Council adjourns for the summer the office 
will still be vacant. The Mayor can then 
place somebody in charge of the office, and it 
is Claimed that whether the Council confirms 
or rejects his selection when it meets again 
next fall; the. Mayor’s choice can retain 
the office until the upper branch confirms 
some one of the names he will continue to 
nominate. It is the impression among the 
officials at the City Hall that if there is no con- 
frmation before the summer adjourrment 
secretary Brennan will receive the appoint- 
ment. 

To-day the officiais and politicians are 
specuiating on the next selection 
the Mayor will make. There is no 
ilkelihood whatever: that the Mayor 
will send in Councilman Rohban’s 
name.

obtained samples from each, which he Is 
busily engaged analyzing to-day. He said 
this morning that before he began 
scizing skimmed milk he would make an ef- 
fort to reach an amicable settlement with the 
milk dealers to have them withdraw the 
skimmed articie from the market without the 
the necessity of a raid and prosecution. ‘‘Un- 
der the ordinance,’’ he said, Ihave a right 
as Inspector to confiscate all impure and adu!- 
terated milk and cream and 
skim milk is included. If the dealers agree 
to stop its sale this will not be necessary, but 
you can state it as acertainty that this de- 
partment will stop its sale if it takes a crusade 
that will last all summer. I have no doubt 
whatever on the score of the validity of the 
city ordinance, and I am just as certain on 
the otber hand that the State act which allows 
the sale of the skimmed article is a nullity.

What it will 
show, he says it does not know, but every 
oltizen does. It will show one of two things: 
either that the census of St. Louis is an ab- 
gurd farce, or else that in making the count of 
heads the enumerators were just as careless 
us they were in taking the census. If it con- 
firms Maj. Weigel's total of 433,021, it will 
mean that the enumerators areso incompe- 
tent that they cannot even do the work Wen 
they have a second trial under the simpiest 
circumstances. If it shows a greater number 
than the present total they will be convicted 
put of their own months of the grossest 
biunders.

THE FINAL FIGURES.

So that much good bas been done by agitua- 
tion and had it not been tor agitation the re- 
turns would have closed atthe regular time 
and St. Louis would bave been away down be- 
low Baltimore, whose supervisor seems 
to be working a Kaleidoscope which chanues 
the figures at regular hours each day. 
At present St. Louis ranks fifth, but Maj. 
Weigel’s work is done, while Baltimore 
supervisor is still busy counting every: ne he 
Can find, struggling to make up the slight 
difference between St. L uls and itself, wien 
a hope of capturing fifth place at the end, and 
it would not be surprising if Baltimore suc- 
ceeded, for St. Louie is doing absolutely 
nothing now.

ORDERS DISOBEYED. 

Maj. Weigel'says The St. Louis census is 
now completed, and yet he adds that the 
last orders received were not to close it until 
further orders. The authorities in Washing 
ton are evidently under the impression that 
in view of the thousands of complaints that 
have come from St. Lovis the Supervisor is 
using every endeavor to count in those who 
bave been missed, and no doubt for that rea- 
son they are holding back theorders to ship 
as long as possible to give St. Leuls every 
chance, and while they are withholding the 
order on this account the St. Louls Supervisor 
and bis enumeratorse are dolag psothing 
but walt for an order to ship the evidence of 
their iIncompetency on to Washington. This 
may lose the filth place for Bt. uis. No 
one knows what the census of Baltimore is. 
It bas beon given out as 399,000, but ber super- 
visorclaimed on Monday tbat she then bad 
432,005, or only 926 lese than St. Louls. But 
work in st. Louls has been stopped, contrary 
to orders, and word in Baltimore is still going 
on. If simce Monday Baltimore hae added 
1,000 then she will take fifth piace and 
St. Louis wiliretain ber old position, sixth, 
and all because Bailtimore’s superviser con- 
tinued to work up totbe last moment, while 
St. Louis’ supervisor disobeyed orders and 
closed the ceneus when be had been positively 
inetructed to keep it open until further or- 


ders. 
CREDIT TO WHOM CREDIT I8 DUBE. 

The probability is that Baltfmore will 
work herself into fifth place, and if she does 
she will owe the credit of it to 
the St. Louls supervisor, who very 
considerately stopped work, announced 
the result and told Baltimore that 
she had only to scrape ap Sr mere to take fifth 
piace.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Chauncey M. Depew to Be President of the 
National Commissicn. 


By Telegraph tothe Fosr-Disr rox. 

CuicaGco, III., June 25.—It is practically 
settied that the President of the National 
World's Fair Commission is to be Mr.Chancey 
M. Depew of New York who, has signified his 
willingness, so Mr. John Boyd Thatcher says, 
to accept it. At first Mr. Depew refused to 
permit his name to be mentioned, and it was 


because of this that ex-Minister Palmer of 
Michigan entered the liste as a candidate. 
When Mr. Depew finally decided to permit 
his name to be meationed in this con- 
nection, he stipulated that his acee ce 
depended upon a unanimous choice of the 
national commissioners, Lut the understand 
ing now is that there is no qualification what- 
ever, as itis well known that Mr. Paimer has 
some adherents who will vote for him in pref- 
erence to Mr. Depew. Thatthe latter is the 
choice ofa majority of the commissioners, 
however, there is no doubt. Mr. Thatcher 
says the presidency ef the National Commis- 
sion naturally belongs to New York, it being 
the leading State in the Union, and that this 
feeling is shared by the great majority of the 
commissioners. Friction between the 
National Commission and the board of local 
directors is already apparent. It is not the 
intention of the commissioners to permit the 
jocai directors to choose either a secretary or 
director general for the fair, although the 
directors have all along considered it was 
their province to choose these two officers. A 
national commissioner said last evening: 

There is no doubt that a score or hundred 
men could be found in Chicago who could per- 
form the duties of secretary to the local 
board, keep a record of their meetings, to., 
but this man is notto be the Secretary of the 
Fair, He isto be a local officer merely. The 
Nationa! Commission is to choose the General 
Secretary and the Director General and the 
local board will have nothing whatever to do 
with it.“ 

The local directors will not likely like this, 
but the fact is that their powers are limited 
except as to the matter of money raising. 
They can raise all the money — want, but 
outside ofthe strictly local detalis they have 
nothing to do. The National commissioners 
will attend to that, and the prospects are that 
these gentiemen will insist very strongly 
upon what they deem their rights. If they do 
not like anything the local people do, they 
will not hesitate to override it. rom pres- 
ent appearances there will bea good deal of 
clashing between the directors and commis- 
sioners, but the law gives the commissioners 
the whip. £venon the question of site the 
commissioners will have full sway, and 
whether they will accept the lake front isa 
matter of doubt, es most of them think at 
least a thousand acres should be devoted to

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A GOOD INCREASE IN ATTENDANCE DURING 
THE TERM JUST CLOSED. 


Figures Which Show the Need of an Increase 
in the The Bosley 


Building Committee Discharges Archi-

This morning the school statistics for the 
year 1889-90 were completed by Mr. Romeyn 
A. Dyer of the Superintendentgs office, and the 
totals particularly now that there is so much 
agitation about the census, will doubtless be 
interesting. The total number of 
schools during the year 1888-89 was 
7 and the total number during the 
last school year was 60. The number of teach- 
ers employed by the board in the year 1888-89 
was 1, 101, and during tbe term just ended 
1,165. The enroliment in 1888-89 was 57,331 and 
during the last term 58,324. The average 
number belonging in 1883-89 was 42, 
609 and in 1889-90 was 43,990. 
the average daily attendsnce in 1888 80 was 
86, 788, and in 1889-90 was 40,372. The attend- 
ance at the High School in 1888-89 was 1,062, 
and during the last term was 1,143. The la- 
crease In the average daily attendance,as will 
be seen, was 1,619, last year. The probabill- 
ties are that it will be almost 2,000 during the 
coming term. Most of this increase will 
be in the West End, as the 
population has been rapidly shifting 


in that direction. As fifty pupils is the aver- 
age number which can be well taughtina 
room, and as the West End schoole were all 
crowded during the last term the necessity 
of opening up about thirty new rooms in te 
western part of the city is apparent. As no 
arranuements have been made te bave any 
additional rooms built, and are not likely to 
be now, the gravity of the situation can be 
appreciated. 

Roth butiding committees are now de- 
termiped to give out and superintend what 
work is to be done in the schoo! houses, and 
between them both itis more than probable 
tbat little will be accomplished. 

THE AULERITES DISMISS SINGLETON. 

Last evening in response to a call by Chair- 
man Bailey, Directors Mackiin and Cudmore 
of Dr. Auler’s Building Committee went to 
the Polytechnic e Building.

Fr Telegranh to the Fosr-Dter ren. 

New Tonk. June 25.—There is a heap of 
trouble upthe North River, owing to a con- 
fiict of high authorities. As it is going for- 
ward almost within the shadows of West 
Point, where conflicts of authority are not 
entirely novel. The matter would be of com- 
paratively little moment but for the magni- 
tude of the principles involved. It le a battle 
royal between sentiment and science, between 
tender feelings and tremendous firings. Stand- 
ing on the long wharf at Cold Spring, a mile 
or two above West Point, and on the oppo- 
site side of the river, is the superiatively 
murderous instrument in modern warfare of 
the age. At a distance it bas the appear- 
ance of a recently felled tree resting 
across the. axle of an ox cart. You have 
to know it to appreciate it. Dr. Gattling’s 
gun is a toy pistol by comparison. Its barrel 
is only fifty feet in length and is fifteen inches 
in diameter. Intothe mouth of this gun the 
intention is to feed dynamite cartridges 
weighing 500 pounds, and it Is guaranteed that 
the gun will throw these concentrated earth- 
quakesa distance of 1,300 yards. Whatever 
bas existed at that distance in front of the 
weapon before itis discharged will not con- 
tinue to exist there afterwards. These details 
although they may appear digressive, never- 
theless are essential owing to the fact that the 
conflict of authority mentioned is in regard to 
the experimental discharge of this day-of- 
juda ment, let-the-rocks- hide - me piece of ord- 
inance. Of course, the gun was run out 
thereon the wharfat Cold Springs for the 


purpose of 
BEING SHOT OFF. 


There was no very great surprise when a 
few days ago a spiendidly attired officer came 
gaily over from West Point in a barge and 
measured off a course of 1,800 yards looking 
upthe river over which the gun could be 
fired. lt was estimated that the cartridge 
with which the wespom was to be loaded 
would strike the waters ofthe Hudson about 
midway between Storm King and Little Stony 
Point, the steep, mountainous sides of which 


were regarded as sheltering the best possible 
hole in which to drop 500 pounds of dynamite. 
It should be explained that although this 
particular gun was not bullt for 
Uncle Sam, but was, in fact, designed for the 
navy of Great Britain, the United States 
Government has a very especial interest in its 
success, inasmuch as the next similiar guns 
which are to be turned out at the foundry are 
to become the property of Uncie Sam. Ihe 
West Point foundry isa purely private cor- 
poration and builds guns for whoever chooses 
to pay for them. England got in its order 
firstfor the new dynamite guns, and this is 
the one which has been bullt. 

Justat dusk on Monday evening there ar- 
rived at the West Point foundry a formidable 
document bearing a ponderous seal. It was 
addressed to! Colin Tolmie, a young gentie- 
man, who, in the absence of higher officials, 
Manages the gun-making shop. In language 
substantially as follows it forbade the ex- 
perimental shooting of 

THIS MURDEROUS WEAPON: 

SIR—I understand that it isthe intention of 
your company to discharge a gua loaded with 
dynamite on the wharfat Cold Spring. You 
are hereby informed that the laws of the State 
of New York reguiating the preservation and 
catching of fish inthe rivers and streams of 
the State forbid the throwing of dynamite into 
any stream or river and attach a severe pen- 
aity for that offense. Yours respectfully, 

WILLET KIDD, 
Fish Warden. 

Mr. Tolmie was overcome by this unex- 
pected message, Dut it suddenly occurred to 
him that having formally turned the kun over 
to the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun Co., for 
which it had been built, the West Pount Foun- 
dry Co. was no longer responsibie for it or for 
any of its discharges, whether premature or 
otherwise.

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THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL CONVENTION, 


The Delegates Settic Down to Work—Inter- 
esting Reports. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 25.—It was 10 o’ clock 
when President Harris called the Sunday- 
School Convention to order to-day. At that 
bour fully 1,000 delegates were in their seats, 
and before the session had proceeded far 
200 more had arrived. After devotional 
exercises and some un!mportant routine dust 
ness, the report of the General Executive 
Committee was presented and read to the 


Convention by B. F. Jacobs of Chicago, who 
is Chairman of the committee. The report was 
quite voluminous, but interesting throughout, 
and was listened to with close attention. 
After mentioning the honored dead of the 
committee, who are Rev. Isaac Errett, D. D., 
of Cincinnati, and George H. Stuart of Phila- 
deiphia, and tp a synopsis of the amount 
of work done by the general organization and 
President Wm. Keynold of lillnols, the report 
has to say on the present condition of the as- 
sociation: 

‘*Sunday-school organizations exist in 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, Onta- 
rio, Manitoba and that part of British 
America of which Victoria may be called the 
capital. All the States, except West Virginia 
and Nevada, and the territories, except Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Alaska, are organized, 
North Carolina and the District of Columbia 
have separate Sunday-school organizations of 
colored people. Of those reported unorgan- 
ized West Virginia has suffered arelapse, but 
willsoon recover. The others are ina devel- 
oping period. Itis difficult to make a com- 
parative stateinent because the standards are 
not the same in all the States. The following 
are designated as banner States, where every 
county hasa living organization, vig: New 
Hampshire, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey, Kentucky, LIiinols, Missouri and Kan- 
sus. In some of these it is required that every 
county must have a convention annually and 
manifest its lite. 

Then follows an argument on the impor- 
tance of organization and on the necessity for 
more workers of the field. The report of 
statistical secretary shows the following: The 
number of Sunday schools 105,894 in the United 
States; officers and teachers, 1,120,488; 
scholars, 8,598,85l—total in Suaday school, 
9,719,284. In Canadian schools, 6,689; officers 
and teachers, 55, 706; scholars, 528, 
829; total in Sunday schools, 584,035. 
In Newtoundiand and Labrador — schools, 
841; officers and teachers, 2,162; scholars, 
22,817; total in Sunday-school, 24.970. The 
footings show schools, 112,897: „fers and 
teachers, 1,178,801; scholars, 9,149,997; total in 
Sunday-schools, 10,328,298. The committes 
recommends the establishment of training 
schools for Sunday-school teachers, and aiso 
that the seminaries and Sunday-school normal 
lessons to their list of studies. The executive 
committee calls attention to the great neces- 
sity of paying strict attention to the teaching 
of temperance in Suaday-schools. It also 
recommends the establishment of a great in- 
ternational Sunday-schoo!l magazine after the 
style of the Century or Harpers, to which all 

reat writers will contri: ute. Reports of the 

forki’s Sunday-school Convention held in 
London last year and of the McAli Migsion in 
France are also given. The next world’s 
convention isto be held in America in 1893, 
and the committee suggests that it be held in 
Chicago, as the Worid’s Fair will be opened 
there in that year. It is proposed that 
the Sunday- schools of America erecta balld- 
ing in connection with the other World’s Fair 
buildings at Chicagoin which there m 
such an exhibit as will illastrate the Sunday- 
school institute, lasting an hour or more each 
day and extending through sixty or seventy 
days. The proposed costof the building is 
$100,000. The committee further states on 
this subject: 

It is proposed that previous to the World's 
Convention of '93 a series of meetings be beld 
in England and on the Continent to arouse 
enthusiasm and secure a large attendance at 
the convention of the leaders of Sunday-schooil 
work. 

Following the reading of ‘this report were 
the reports of the convention committees, 
after which the convention adjourned for 
dinner.

Light arti- 
cles of freight can be handied where 
necessity demands it, but the heavier mer- 
chandise cannot be gotout of the depots 
without the ald of the men who are striking. 
the vicinity of the City Hall ert 
are wore lively. Shortly after noon the 
strikers began to congregate up-town and at 
@ o’clock they filed into Geary’s Hall ina 
body and quietly opened a mass-meeting. 
They passed up Third street in front of the 
City Hall and police station and along Broad- 
way, and went into the hall in an orderly 
manner. The men were all firm and were ad- 
ressed by several very temperate pots 
who advised their fellows to united but quiet 
protest against the old figures. 
Vandalia Service Suspended. 

In consequence of the strike the Vandalia 
line has had to stop running trains. Notice 
was sent from Chicago that on account of 
the strike the trains could not be 


bandled there, 80 the Vandalia 
has suspended its service and 
turned all ite business over to the Chicago & 
Alton. The report here was that the strike 
was spreading and would probably involve 
the entire Illinois Central system. Business 
at Cairo was refused last night, 


The Lilinocis Central Strike. 


Cnur1caGo, II., June 25.—The absolute tie up 
on the lilinois Central Rallroad continues to- 
day. A conference between the officers of the 
road and a committee of strikera is appointed 


for 9 o’clock this morning. It will doubtless 
be held with closed doors, and judging by re- 
suits so far, is not likely to result favorably. 
Telegraphic advices from points In this State, 
Wisconsin and Iowa, indicate that the tie up 
is not as complete outside of Chicago as was 
generally supposed yesterday. The fact is, 
that the chief officer in the United Rallway 
Employes’ Association, who lives in 
lllineils, has taken no action in the 
matter. Yesterday's action ot the 
strikers in deciaring a tie up on all of the 
lines under the management of Division 
Superintendent Russell was taken without 
authority and in the hope that the chief of 
the order would approve it as an accom- 
plished fact. While mostofthe branch lines 
seem to be at a stand still, advices are to the 
effect that the main system, which traverses 
the State from Dunlap to Cairo, is still in 
operation, and that the lines in Wisconsin 
and Iowa have not 6 far been affected. The 
Tribune this morning says: ° 

„Ihe opinion is expressed among railroad 
officials that the strike is due to a lack of good 
judgment on the part of the company’s man- 
agement. About a week ago the brakemen on 
the Rock Island made demands that threat- 
enedto lead toa strike, but the troubie was 
avoided by the judicious action of General 
Manager St. John, who, instead of telling the 
men that their demands couldn’t be granted, 
asked them to appoint a committee 
to meet him and agree on a com- 
promise. After a session of six days 
a settlement was effected which was satisfac- 
tory to the railroad and to the men, the former 
being spared a heavy loss and the publica 
great inconvenience and annoyance. Ifthe 
same course had been pursued by the Illinois 
Central it is said the men could have been in- 
duced to remain at work. If the company had 
consented to reinstate the trainimaster and his 
assistant, against whose discharge the men 
rebelled, it isthought the employes would 
no have insisted on the discharge 
of General Superintendent Russell. While 
the latter is undoubtedly an able and efficient 
railroad official, yet he has the reputation of 
being too harsh and arbitrary at times with 
the men under him. He is said to have bad 
trouble with the men on a kansas road with 
which he was connected, and which caused 
his retirement from that line. It is reported 
that he left the Chicago, St. Paul & Lan- 
sas City on account of his inability to get along 
with the General Manager, who is popular 
with the employes.’’ 

NO SETTLEMENT. 

The conference between the strikers’ com- 
mittee and the executive officers of the road 
remained in session at noon, and as nearly as 
could be learned practically no progress 
toward a settiement of the difficulty had been 
made. In fact it is understood that a heated 
wrangle has thus far been the only result. 
The divisions of the road now reported as com- 
pletely tied up are those from Chicago to Cen- 
tralia, III.; Chicagoto Free port and Chicago to 
Dubuque, Io. An exception as to the suburban 
tie-up was made this morning in favor of the 
waifs of the city, who were to have a picnic at 
Jackson Park, and along train was allowed 


to go out to carry them and bring them back. 
As the result of the tie-up the express com- 
panies of the city are refusing matter for 
oints on the MKIllinols Central. About 
„000 worth of perishable freight is side- 
tracked at Kankakee, some sixty miles from 
this city. Livestock en route for this city 
from points onthe Lilinois Central is being 
brought in by round about routes over con- 
necting lines. Itig estimated that between 
1,500 and 1,600 meh are idle. Grand Master 
iikinson of the Brotherhood of United 
Trainmen, wasexpected toreach here from 
Galesburg to-day, but he did not come, and it 
is understood that he sent word to the strikers 
that it is merely an emploves’ strike, with 
whiebmeither he nor the brotherhood have 
anything to do, and that they will have to set- 
tle it without assistance. An engine and mail 
car came in this morning from Cairo. 
It brought in a committee of men employed 
on the Cairo division of the road to demand 
the removal of E. J. Hartigan, superintend- 
entof thatdivision. The committee bas not 
yet presented its grievances to the general 
officers ofthe company. President Fish says 
that the strike has not reached a point where 
any action on his part is demanded; that if it 
does do so he will know what to do. 


No Treuble at New Orleans. 


NEw ORLEANS, La., June 25.—The Chicago 
strike is not affecting the Illinois Central 


Rallroad here and there is no prospect of 
trouble. 


Chief Arthur at Indianapelis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 25.—There isa stir 
among railroad men on acéountof the pres- 
ence in the city of F. M. Arthur, Grand Chief 


ofthe Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. 
Several cunferences of railroad employes and 
py 2 — are tobe held dere between now 
and Saturday night. Big Four'’’ engineers 
are out of humor because several of the oldest 
and best on the road have recently ben dis- 
charged without any known cause, it is 
claimed, and the yardmen, switchmen and 
other employes propose to demand an ad- 
vance in wages.

CATS AND RABIES, 


Killing the Dog Which Bites a Person Is the 
Wrong Thing to Do, 


From the New Tors Herald. 

Do not permit a too familiarity between 
your cats and dogs. 

The former are all right and won’t get 
rabies unless they are bitten by one of their 
natural enemies. So, at least, says Dr. 
Gibier, chief of the New York Pasteur Insti- 
tute, and when he talks about hydrophobia 
other persons are expected to stand from 


under. 

The occasion for this assurance ofthe hydro- 
phobic safety of cats was a cate which Dr. 
Gibler received last Wednesday, in which a 
woman about 30 years oid was bitten by a pet 
Cat and came to the physician for trestment. 
This biting occurred about ten days before, 
and from the woman’s description of the 
eat’s action the doctor had no question that 
the animal was suffering from rabies. In fact, 
the cat died from them three days after the 
biting. 

The patient, whose name is withheld by re- 
quest, described the bit ng as having oo- 
curred while she was attending to her house- 
work. Thecat, which had always been a pet, 
was seized with spasims and rushed about the 
room with her tail greatly enlarged and the 
hairs bristling on her back. She suddeniy 
stopped, und after crouching on the floor 
sprang at her mistress’ throat, lacerating the 
latter’s shoulders . very severely with her 
teeth. The wounds were cauterized. 

The cat rushed into a closet and remained 
three days in rapidly succeeding spasms, 
dying with every evidence of hydrophobia. 

The victim was of a nervous temperament 
and was prostrated. When she called upon 
Dr. Giblershe had already reached the dan- 
gerous period for the development of the 
disease und she wus inoculated with a greater 
quantity of the virus than is usual in the first 
treatment. The patient received other in- 
oculations yesterday morning and evening 
and expressed herself as being much quieter 
and stronger. 

THE DOCTOR IS CONFIDENT 
that his patient will not suffer seriously from 
ber experience. 

I asked the doctor, on behalf of those 
women whose affections can be only con- 
tented with a teline, whethen there was dan- 
Ker from cats contracting rabies without bav- 
ing been bit en by a dog. He replied in the 
negative, ‘‘Dogs are the only animais who 
actuullv generate the disease, he said, ‘‘and 
80 there need not be any fear of an epidemic 
of hydrophobia from alithe cats going maa. 
Should a dog bite a catand thatcat go about 
biting other cats,there might be some danger, 
because cats are kept more within houses 
than are dogs. 

The treatment of this case, which is the 
Arst that has been brought 4o my attention 
while in this country, will be exactly similar 
to those of dog bites; The poison is the same 
in all cases and the antidote la the same. 
The patient will be inoculated for the re- 
quired fifteen days, and then will be consid- 
ered safe.’ 

„Do rabies, as manifested in cats, appear 
differently than in dogs?’ ‘ll asked, 

The symptoms, the doctor replied, “are 
generally the same in very impartant aspects, 
but cats are more fierce and their excitement 
much greater. They have a fashion of waxu- 
ging their heads, too, when they are danger- 
ous and, of course, show the usual trailing 
saliva which the contractions of the throat 
compel to be ejected.’’ 

Sbould a cat drink milk which a rabid dog 
had tasted or had dropped saliva in, the 
former might contract rabies. 

The whole thing resolves itself into this,“ 
said the doctor. Without dogs you won't 
get bydropbobia, and so the best way to 
stamp out the disease is for Americana to do 
as is done in Northern Germany—that is, 
keep the dogs muzzled all the time in the 
cities and also in the conntry. Then you 
can’t get the rabies. The most insane thing 
for persons who are bitten to do isto kill the 
animal. If they shoot the dog how are they 
to tell whether it has rabies or not? Let it live, 
and then if it dies with hydrophobic symp- 
toms there is decided reason why you should 
take all scientific safeguards to save yourseif 
from a similar fate.’

A Splendid Showing for the Near Rien 
ef the Business and How They Have 
Been Lessened. * 


HEN the statistics of 
the wool crop are 
gathered,’’ said 8. 
R. Hubbard of Hues- 
tano, Colo., who is 
at the Lindell, ‘‘it 
wil be found that 
this year’s clip, in 
proportion to the 
number ‘of sheep, 
has been the best 
that has been known 
daring the last ten 
. years. I have been 
in the sheep-ralsing business for eight years, 
having been Interested in flocks in Missouri, 
Colorado and New Mexico, and have kept the 
run of matters pretty closely. Never during 
my experience has there been so good a year 
as the one that has just closed, for we sheep 
men count our year from clip to clip, without 
reference to the ordinary divisions of time. 
THE REASON FOR THIS 
ie two-fold. First, because of the mild win- 
ter, and secondly because of the improve- 
mentin the breed of Western sheep. The 
State of Missouri has done more than any 
other towards raising the grade of the New 
Mexican and Colorado sheep, and the good 
effects of the introduction of some of the Mi- 
Aouri stock bas been felt from the Platte to 
the Rio Grande. In no branch of business 
have the losses been proportionately so heavy 
asin the industry of sheep-raising. When 
the market was good and the season 
favorable the profite have deen very 
large, but „ single week of cold 
weather or a single storm have often 


swept away whole flocks. This is especially 
the case in Colorado and Northern New Mex- 
ico, Where many men have been ruined. A 
society was formed in 1886 in the southern 
counties of Colorado for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether — r could be done to 
decrease the dangers. Most of those inter- 
ested were inclined to believe that nothing 
could be done to decrease the heavy winter 
losses. lam a native of Missouri, had long 
been familiar with sheep-raising in the fout- 
hille of the Ozarks and felt certain that by 
the introduction or our Missouri sheep, mut- 
ton would be placed on a much better footing. 
THE EXPERIMENT WAS TRIED 
on a small scale, with such success as to cause 
the example set to be generally followed, and 
now the demand for Miesour! stock sheep is 
very great among allranchmen. It ie certain 
to continue for a number of years, as sheep- 
raisers have only feed for a limited number, 
and must wait until their old stock dies before 
getting new. Hitherto there have been two 
kinds of sheep on the Western runs, the Mexi- 
can and the eastern middie State merino, the 
latter having a touch of Mexican blood, as it 
is very rare to finda flock composed entirely 
ot merinos. The losses among those owning 
Mexican sheep have seldom been very heavy, 
as this animal is the hardiest of ite kind, can 
pick up a living almost anywhere, and stands 
cold and exposure admirably. The trouble is 
that these sheep carry very little wool, and 
are exceedingly likely to be afflicted with the 
scab. The Mexican sheep will not often 
clipmuch more than two pounds, and very 
seldom exceeds three. The wool is as 
valuable is that of the merino weight for 
weight, as it carries little grease, but the 
large amount of land required for ranging 
10,000 pounds of wool, and the expense of 
Gipping reduces the profits to a very low 
figure. The merino, which Is the sheep gen- 
erally used on the best-equipped ranches, will 
shear from seven tognine pounds, butduring 
the winter itis alwavs a matter of uncertainty 
whether a flock will pull through or not. 
THE SHEEP WITH WHICH 

the ranges were stocked came principally 
from Ohio, with some from Pennsylvania and 
Indiana. They were fine animals, bat were 
accustomed to being shedded, seldom were 
exposed toextreme coldor high winds and 
In consequence were decidedly delicate. The 
result was that when astorm came down 
whole flocks were likely to be swept away. A 
sheep is about as helpless a quadruped as can 
well be imagined and has a remarkable and 
highly unpleasant habit of giving up and 
dying on the smaliest provocation, the 
highly bred, heavily fleeced Obio sheep 
having a peculiar talent in this direction. An 
instance that occurred in my own experience 
willshow the dangers which we are constantly 
called upon to face. Four winters ago the 
scab began to show itself in a flock that I had. 

There were about 4,500 bead and as the 


* 


weather was fine I determined to dip them. 
They were driven from the winter to the sum- 
mer corral, adirtance of about 250 yards, and 
dipped. Suddenly a strong north wind sprang 
up, and within two hours 1 had lost over 3,000 
sheep, including most of my merinos. You 
might as well try to drive sheep through a 
stone wall as against a cold wind 
THEY SIMPLY REFUSE 

to move, bunch up with their heads to the 
center of the crowd, and stand until they die, 
unless they are allowed to drift with the 
wind. I had to shelter some as well as I 
could in the summer corral, and let the rest 
drift. The loss among the Mexicans was not 
heavy, but of the Obio sheep, scarcely a hun- 
dred were leftalive. 1 then determined to 
replace them with our Ozark sheep, as I had 
seen these go through worse storms with 
trifiing loss. The result was most 
couraging, and that storm which come 
near ruining me really made my 
fortune. The merinos raised on the slopes of 
the Missouri bills carry very nearly as heavy 
fleeces as those from Obijio, and are infinitely 
stronger and hardier. They wiil pass unin; 
jured through a storm that wouid destroy the 
more delicate stock,and will shear an average 
of nearly seven pounds. A ranch stocked 
with Missouri sheep is worth far more than 
one provided with the Ohio merinos, and they 
are fast replacing all others on the Western 
ranches.’

Plan te Sell Bailroad Franchisesa—Mr, Cal- 
linane’s Nomination Rejected, 


The Council met last evening and made 
short work ofthe nomination of William Cul- 
linane the Mayor’s third selection for the 
vacant street commissionership.

TREATED AS A PAUPER. 


JUSTICE FOR THE WIDOW OF COMMODORE | 


VANDERBILT’S GRANDSON. 


The End ef an Interesting Suit—William B. 
Allens Commen Law Marriage—The 
Adverse Kepert of a Referee—Sent to 
Biackwell’s Island Insane Asylum—An 
Administrator Appointed in the Interest 
ofthe Woman, 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATcH. 

New YORK, June 25.—Though the official 
records will henceforth prociaim that the 
woman known as Mrs. Katherine Frances 
Allen is not the widow of Commodore Corne- 
lius Vandervbilt’s grandson, Wm. B. Allen, 
arrangements have been made to set aside 
from the estate a sum of money for her sup- 
port. he poor woman was sent to the Pan- 
per Insane Asylum on Blackweli’s Island last 
October, as Mr. Allen’s two children abso- 
lutely refused to assist her in any way, 
although Immediately after their father’s 
death end before she was pronounced a 
lunatic, they had offered to give her 
$7,500 to compromise her claims. She 
then rejected the proposition, believing 
that the sum named was wholly insufficient. 
For five years before Mr. Allen died, on Sep- 
tember 11. 1888, he had publicly recogaized 
the woman as his wife, though he was not 
bound to her by anya religious rite. He met 
her at Yokohama, Japan, while his two 
children, Wm. 8. and Etnelinda V. Allen were 
being educated In Europe. He returned to 
America with her and they lived at different 
hotels in this city. He was an invalid and she 
nursed him tenderly and remained by his side 
until death ended his sufferings, winning the 
esteem of many of his relatives. Miss 
Ethelinda V. Alien took out letters of admin- 
istration upon her father’s estate, which 
consisted mainly of 4 reversion- 
ary interest in a trust und of 
$400,000 created by Commodore Vanderbilt 
for the benefit of his daughter, and at whose 
death it was to be distributed among her five 
ehlldren—Franklin, Vanderbilt, Harry, Annie } 
and Wm. B. Allen. The only other interest 
held by Mr. Allen was a life interest ina trust 
fund of $35,000, set apart by his mother for 
him, and that ceased to exist upon his death. 

THE WIDOW’'S SUIT. 

Mrs. Katherine Frances Allen began pro- 
ceedings to prove herself his widow. She was 
confronted atthe reference by a paper she 
had signed during Mr. Allen’s life declaring 
that she Whs not his wife. The referees made 
an adverse report, and soon afterwards she 
was taken to the asylum. Upon theapplication 
of ex-Judge Wm. T. Houston, John Overton 
was then appointed a committee of her per- 
sonal estate for the purpose of pressing her 
claims. The contention was made that she 
had been insane for a long time before Mr. 
Allen’s death, and that the paper he had in- 
duced her to sign showed that he knew of her 
mental weaxness. It was claimed that while 
they were * peaceably together at the 
Gedney House she instituted proceedings for 
a limited divorce without leaving him or noti- 
fying herfriends. At about that time be con- 
cluded to change his residenes to the 
Bryant Park Hotel. She got it into her 
head that he had moved and regis- 
tered their names as Mr. and Mrs. 
Wm. B. Allen in order to defeat her in the 
litigation and she ran away from bim, takin 
refugéiathe house of Mrs. A. Marshall o 
Roberts. He persuaded her to return to him, 
and er any more wild lawsuits 
he got ber signature to that paper, which was 
never heard 81 until his effects were examined 
after his death. They remained together after 
the paper was signed witbout changing their 
relations, Her peculiarities were known to 
her friends long before she was confined in 
the asylum. She had been for some 
time wholly without money and had 
been kept at one of the hotels 
where she had lived with Mr. Alien solely 
through the — of the proprietor.
